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SOIL CONSERVATION SERVICE 


CITES PROJECT AT DALHART AS 
SUCCESSFUL CONTROL EXAMPLE 


WASHINGTON, 
Oct. 3.— . 


The soil conservation service today 
cited the results obtained in its 
project at Dalhart, Texas, as an 
example of successful control of 
erosion. 
It discussed the Dalhart project 


in an extensive publication, "to 
hold this soil," which tells of the 
nation-wide fight on loss of soil 
by wind and water. 
"With some aid from heaven— 
a little rain at the .right time— 
the tallest and most menacing 
dunes In the Dalhart area have 
been somewhat leveled, tied and 
even cropped, the report said. 


"Methods have changed accord- 
Ing to the changing situation*. 
Generally, as the work has pro- 
ceeded, experiments have 
placed 
less dependence on bag and other de- 
flectors, and more on calculated 
manipulation of the surface." 
In a year SCS workers lashed 


and halted 67 dunes In one field 
which had been crawling east at 


a rate of 20 to 150 feet 
a year, 
the report said. 


Dunes which were too large to 
climb with tilling machinery were 
loosened so that they would blow 
into hardy rows of strip crops on 
the windward side. 


"A fair crop of grain sorghum 
was grown and taken with a com- 
bine in 1937 on somewhat' leveled 
dune land near Dalhart which had 
no more cover in 1036 than a 
beach or a desert," the report 
said. 
. "Dune binding at Dalhart has 
heen accomplished under condi- 
tions ol^ subnormal, rainfall." 


Results at DalhJrt, the report 


aald, "definitely Indicate that even 
with six Inches less than the nor- 
mal 18 inches of rainfall, the dust 
can be laid and crops taken safely 
in moderation." 


The report attributes tho quo- 
cess in cropping at Dalhart to

Prague and other cities were 
returning to a semblance of nor- 
mal 
life. 
Soldiers were coming 
home, children were playing In 
trenches which had been dug in 
parks, and merchants were

Praises Navarre's Char^vcter.. 
Senator Connally briefly sketch- 


ed some of the high points In 
the life of Navarro and declared 
that he was truly a remarkable 
character. He pointed out

Navarro was a member of the 
constitutional 
convention 
which 
met at Washlngton-On-The-Brazos 
on March 1, 1838, and gave to 
the world the Texas declaration 
of Independence. Ho declared that 
while the document was based 
somewhat on the federal declar- 
ation, It went much further than 
the original model and was one 
of the 
most Important political 


documents In national history. He 
pointed out it was the fi|st time 
a 
lack 
of educational facilities 


was listed as a cause for the 
formation of a now government. 
The senator pointed out also that 
within the post few weeks ser- 
ious threats against the peaco 
of the world hud been witnessed 
through 
political 
developments 
that 
had 
resulted In a vicious 
despotism In the European coun- 
tries. He declared despotism 
In 
the 
totalitarian 
countries 
of 
Europe was as great as that en- 
joyed by any of the Caesars. 
The senator pointed out 
that 
the Texas constitution also writ- 
ten by Navarro and his assoc- 
iates made tho 
rise 
of 
such 
despotism in this section impos- 
sible through the setting of limits 
on 
the 
interference of govern- 
. ments in the lives of Individuals, 
, and 
guaranteed 
certain 
inalien- 
able rights and 
privileges. 
Ho 
praised free speech and a 
free 
' press as the most important safe- 
guards of democracy. 
European Peace Threats. 


He asserted the recent Euro- 
pean trouble was called by racial 
animosity and recalled that while 
Navarro 
was of 
Spanish 
blood, 


he 
thought more 
of 
freedom 
and liberty than of race and cast 
his lot with the Texans 
rather 


residents of the county. 
"I trust this memorial will live 
on through the years and serve 
as a daily reminder to all who 
pass that even a century ago

His father, Don Angel Na- 


varro, was born on the Island of 
Corsica, In 1739, also the birth- 
place of Napoleon Bonaparte. A1 
the age of 17 years he joined the 
Spanish army and rose to the 
rank of colonel, but later resign- 
ed his commission and Immigrat- 
ed to Mexico in 1780, and settled 
In Saltlllo. 
Later he married Jo- 
sepha Ruiz, a Spanish lady of ex- 
cellent family, 
and 
afterwards 
moved to San Antonio, which he 
made his permanent home. Until 
his death in 1808, he was engag- 
ed in the mercantile business in 
that city. 
Jose Antonio Navarro, his son, 


received as good education as was 
afforded by the times. He studied 
aw, and by 1820 -was a practi- 
tioner, which was continued by 
him until his public services re- 
quired all of his time. In 1825 he 
married Margarita de la Garza 
of Mier, Mexico. He was the fath- 
er of seven children by this mar- 
riage, and two of his sons served 
as 
officers 
in the 
Confederate 


army. 
Navarro and Stephen F. 


Austin were warm and fast friends 
and kept up a correspondence un- 
til Austin's death in 1836. 
Represented Texas Citizen* 
Navarro represented 
the Dis- 
trict of Bexar in the Congress of 
the State of Coahulla and Texas 
n 1828. 
At that time, the right 


of American immigrants to bring 
their slaves with them into Texas 
was an acute issue. 
Navarro fa- 


vored and voted for 
the 
bill 


which gave them tho right. At this 
session he was stigmatized with the 
appellation of an 
"Americanized 
Texan" and a suspicion, witnout 
apparent cause, rose against him, 
He retired temporarily from pub- 
lic life and established a ranch, 
25 miles south of San Antonio, 
In what is now Atascosa county. 
One of the original houses built 
by him on this ranch, 103 years 
ago, still stands and is in 
fair 


condition. 
He was land commis- 


sioner for Dewltt's colony In 1831. 


In 1833, he was elected by the 
Junto Electorlal of tho States of 
Coahulla and Texas, aa supple- 
mentary representative from the 
Bexar district, for the House 
f 
Representatives of the 
General 


Congress at Saltillo. He was land 
commissioner for Bexar district in 
1834 and 1835. 
In 1836, he was elected to the 
Federal Congress of Mexico as 
senator from Coahulla and Texas, 
Because 
ho. knew 
that Texans 


were secretly planning a revolt 
to free Texas from Mexican do- 
minion he declined to qualify. 
Favored Independence Move 
Together with Samuel A. Mav- 
erick, ho was elected a member 
from Bexar district to the con- 
vention held at Washington 
on 


tho Brazos, which on March 2, 
1836 declared the Independence of 
Texas from Mexico. 


He was a member of the first 
constitutional convention held by 
the people of the republic. 
The 


convention adopted a constitution 
on March 17, 1836, and It was rat- 
ified by the people at an election 
held for that purpose, on the first 
Monday 
in 
September, 1836. 


ro, de Zavalla, the Seguins, and 
Huiz were the only outstanding 
men of Spanish 
ancestry 
who 


olned in the overthrow of Mexi- 
can dominion in Texas, and the 
establishment of the new govern- 
ment of the republic. 
In 1838 he represented the Bexar 


district in the congress of the Re- 
public. 
In 1841, Navarro, together with 


William G. Cook and R. F. Br.-.i- 
nan, were appointed by President 
Lamar, commissioners of the Re- 
public of Texas to accompany the 
Santa Fe expedition, which left 
Austin near the end of June, 18*1. 
The expedition resulted 
disas- 


trously before its destination was 
reached 
because 
of desertions, 


starvation, thirst and traltorism. 
The remainder of the men, con- 
sisting of about 187, surrendered 
to the Mexicans. 
The prisoners 


were taken overland from San 
Miguel, in the present state of 
New Mexico, to the City of Mexi- 
co, a distance of over 1500 miles. 
The journey began on October 17, 
1841, and three months and three 
weeks were required to make tho 
trip.

From thence they were sent to 


various prisons. Those who were 
citizens of the United States 
or 
European countries were soon re- 
leased through the efforts of their 
governments; and Daniel Webster, 
as secretary of state of the United 
States, interceded with the Mexi- 
can government for the humane 
treatment of the 
Texans.

June 13, 1842, Santa Anna, cele-

Navarro was tried by

martial and condemned to death, 
but for some reason the death 
penalty was set aside, and a life 
sentence imposed.

president, when he was permitted 
to escape, early in 1845. The ob- 
ject of his severe punishment was 
to make an example of him for 
siding with Texas, inasmuch aa 
he was partly of Mexican blood. 
He was also the object of special 
hatred by Santa Anna. 


During his captivity, he was of- 


fered his liberty and high office 
if he would forever renounce and 
abandon Texas. This he declined 
to do. 


Hu arrived In Galveston on his 


return home in February, 1846, af- 
ter an absence of four and one- 
half yearn. 


Recognised By State. 


On February 3, 1845, about the 


time of his return from Mexico, n 
resolution was passed by the con- 
gress of the Republic of Texas, 
providing: "That the president be

TRIBUTE PAID TO MEMORY 


OF JUSTICE CARDOZA BY 


HIGH TRIBUNAL 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3 
The supreme court opened its new 
1038 term today by paying tribute 
to Associate Justice Benjamin N. 
Cardozo, who died last July. 


As soon as the black-robed Jus- 
tices filed Into the marble-column- 
ed chamber, Chief Justice Charles 
E. Hughes delivered a brief eulogy 
of the last Jurist. 


Because of the absence pf Presi- 


dent Roosevelt, who is in Hyde 
Park, N. Y., the justices did not 
make the opening day customary 
call at the white house. 


After adjournment of the brief 
session, Solicitor General Robert H. 
Jackson said argument of the TVA 
case had been 
postponed from 


October 17 to November 14 because 
of the nomination of one of the 
government's attorneys, John Lord 
O'Brlan, by the republican party as 
Its candidate for United States sen 
ator from New York. 
The court, reassembling for an 


eight-months term, found a bumper 
crop of litigation—Including fresh 
attacks on major administration 
laws—awaiting Its attention. 
The first session after a summer 
recess is llmltde to admitting at- 
torneys to practice and 
hearing 


motions. For the next week, how- 
ever, the eight justices will be busy 
passing on approximately 350 peti- 
tions for review of lower court de- 
cisions which 
have 
accumulated 
during the fourth-month adjourn- 
ment. 


Announcement of the action de- 


cided upon will be made next Mon- 
day. 


At that time arguments also will 
begin on cases the court agreed last 
spring to review. These include an 
attack by is private power com- 
panies on the constitutionality of 
the Tennessee Valley Authority act. 
Among the petitions awaiting ac- 


tion is an appeal by Thomas J. 
Mooney, serving a life sentence In 
San Quentln penitentiary for com- 
plicity In the 1916 Preparedness 
Day parade bombing in San Fran- 
cisco. He lost his fight for freedom 
before 
the 
California 
supreme 
court. 


There also are several contro- 


versies growing out of Interpreta- 
tions of the national labor rela- 
tions act, including the Ford Motor 
Co. case. 


Speculation was renewed as the 
court convened over when Presi- 
dent Roosevelt Is likely to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death last 
July 9 of Justice Benjamin N. Car- 
dozo.

But these few months 
represented the cumulative force 
of a decade of study and plan- 
ning. About ten years ago the 
Idea of a modern fair was pro- 
posed, . notwithstanding a dlsas 
trous venture a few years prevl 
ous.One 
thing. and another pre- 
vented 
definite action, but the 


groundwork was slowly but sure- 
ly being laid for eventual suc- 
cess. Finally In the fall of 1937 
a county fair was attempted un- 
der tents on

conditions doomed it to 
failure 
almost from the start, and the 
men who underwrote the attempt 
took a heavy loss. 


County-Wide Meeting. 


Despite this 
gloomy outlook, 
plans were started then for a real 
fair in a permanent plant and on 
Nov. 
17, 1937, 
a 
county-wide 


meeting of 
representative 
citi- 
zens was called at the Navarro 
hotel In Corslcana for a frank 
discussion of the possibilities of 
such an .enterprise. By this time 
the 
Corslcana 
group was "red 
hot" even In the face of "luke 
warm" attitudes in the remaind- 
er of the county. 
Most of the

set to the county "If" It could be 
secured. 


A few weeks later a campaign 
was launched with J. M. Dyer 
as chairman 
for the raising of 
$20,000 cash with which to start 
a permanent 
plant.

lars short of the goal, but pub-

The pear grower harvests 
the pear at "mature green" stage 
and stores It 2 to 3 weeks fit a 
temperature between (10 nnd 65 de- 
grees F. When ripened nt this tem- 
perature In a dark, well ventilated 
room, the astringent 
taste 
and 
coarse texture so evident In fresh 
or canned fruit will be removed. 
Canning pears often turn an un- 
deitlrabln oranpe yellow Instead 
of 
retaining the more desirable 
translucent cream color. This Is 
due to two enzymes, oxldosc and 
catalase. Pears picked too green 
we high In oxidosc. 
When fruit ripens on tho tree or 
!n storago the oxidose decreases. 
Once ripened, the pears must be 
•used promptly or discoloration will 
develop due to the Increase of the 
catalase enzyme. 
Late spring frosts, even though 
they do not kill, often produce in- 
ferior fruit which will darken dur- 
ing canning. 
Pears nmy be kept from darken- 
ing by dropping each pieco of peel- 
ed fruit into a solution of 2 table- 
spoons each of salt and vinegar 
to each gallon of water. This ap- 
plies also to canning apples, peach- 
es and apricots. 
For good pack and quality can- 
ned pears the fruit should be boil- 
ed In a sirup to taste (medium 
sirup for fairly tart pears, thin 
for extra sweet varieties) for 4 to 
8 minutes, according to their size 
and firmness and then pack and 
seal hot at at least 165 degrees F. 
Process sealed containers for 20 
minutes in a water 
bath. 
Cool 
quickly. .
